Two-Etiged 

Municipil  officeri  who  arc  trying  to  in 
duce  the  Pfovmctal  Government  to  enter  the 
tales  tax  field  in  a heavy  way  may  not  like 
It  lo  well  if  the  Province  accepts  that  advice. 

A study  of  provincial  budgets  for  the  last 
few  years,  with  their  swelling  surpluses, 
would  not  appear  to  suggest  that  the  Pro- 
vincial Treasury  is  in  much  need  of  addi- 
tional taxation.  It  was  under  wartime  tax- 
ation that  the  Province  amassed  a $20,000.- 
000  surplus  revenue  fund,  with  wnich  to 
do  special  works.  Before  proposing  any  ad* 
dmonal  taxation,  the  Muniupalities  might  i 
well  have  examined  the  other  part  of  their  ■ 
claim,  which  is  sounder,  that  is.  the  request 
that  the  Province  actually  assume  more  of 
the  cost  of  education  than  ii  carries  now 

Suppose  that  a general  sales  tax  were  im- 
pc>sed  throughout  British  Columbia,  either 
as  an  education  tax  or,  what  would  be 
more  probable,  a general  tax  to  go  towards 
consolidated  revenues  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Province  Its  collection  would  fall  almost 
exclusively  within  the  urban  areas  of  British 
Columbia.  The  people  who  would  pay  mcssl 
of  it  would  be  those  whose  relationship  to 
the  sch(H>ls  was  as  citizens,  rather  than  as 
parents  Lvcntually  a sale.s  tax  is  paid  by 
those  who  can  least  afford  it.  and  that  is  a 
queer  place  to  look  for  additional  revenues 
in  any  land 

In  s few  years,  one  suspects,  the  Munici- 
palities would  be  back  before  the  Provincial 
Cwvcrnment.  appealing  for  the  removal  of 
ibe  sales  lax.  What  would  the  Government 
do  then  ’ What  does  any  Government  say 
when  it  IS  asked  to  give  up  its  taxation,  or 
Its  surpluses*  The  municipal  proposal  is  like 
a knife  with  two  culling  sides.

Price  control  by  tl>e  off-agam.  on  again 
method,  with  Its  consequent  disruption  of 
trading,  is  one  •>!  the  things  which  Canada 
inherited  from  ih<  refusal  of  the  Dominion 
(jovernment  to  bring  about  decontrol  in 
price  structures  by  uniform  and  gradual  pro- 
cesses after  the  war.  As  price  control  was 
imposed  by  emergency  law,  part  of  the  regu 
laiion  which  became.,  this  country  s war- 
time routine,  the  decontrol  process  could 
have  been  worked  out  in  the  same  fashion. 

It  would  have  been  a relatively  simple  mat- 
ter to  reverse  the  process,  in  the  year  1^46 
reverting  to  the  prices  ol  1945.  and  so  op 
until  the  control  factor  had  been  worked 
out 

Instead  ol  that,  the  Dominion  chose  to 
let  most  price  controls  run  until  the  public 
objected  to  them:  then  the  majority  of  con- 
trols came  off  in  a batch,  while  production 
subsidies  were  removed  at  the  same  lime. 
The  result  was  a double  hump  in  tlic  price 
structure,  one  from  which  the  public  suffered 
much  in  the  last  year.  Now  the  Dominion 
has  gone  one  stage  farther  by  revoking  the 
decontrol  order  in  relation  to  two  classes  of 
goods,  canned  fruit  and  canned  vrgctahlrs. 
That  lakes  % country  back  to  its  price 
control  structure  on  those  commodities  for 
the  present,  without  any  indication  of  how 
long  that  will  last. 

It  would  have  been  far  preferable  if  the 
r')ominion  had  depended  more  upon  policy 
and  vicldrd  less  to  pressure  when  attempting 
In  unravel  the  price  controls  of  wartime 
creation  Canada  cannot  go  on  indefinitely 
creating  and  revoking  emergency  law  without 
throwing  the  whole  prenrs-s  of  trading  into 
confusion.

In  the  case  of  the  Canadians,  released  after 
representations  by  the  fixternal  Affairs  De- 
partment. they  may  have  been  at  fault  to 
a greater  degree  than  boiler  patrol  groups, 
although  at  most  it  probably  was  a techni- 
■ccality.  One  would  assume,  however,  that 
when  occupational  trexips  step  over  the  line 
It  must  be  quite  inadvertently.  It  should  be 
a simple  matter  to  wave  them  back  to  their 
own  zone,  but  apparentlv  Soviet  authorities 
and  those  of  their  satellites  take  what  seems 
to  be  an  unnecessarily  grave  view  of  such 
violations.  Filher  patrols  of  the  Soviet  zones 
never  transgress,  or  else  Western  officers  take 
a more  lenient  attitude,  for  there  u seldom 
mention  of  the  former  being  detained  this 
aide  of  the  border.

So  many  glib  statements  have  come  out 
of  Japan  since  the  war  ended  as  to  suggest 
almost  that  by  some  miraculous  means  a new 
nation  has  been  born.  Some  observers  would 
have  us  believe  that  overnight  the  Japanese 
people  have  become  completely  democratized, 
just  as  though  democracy  was  a coat  that 
could  be  put  on  instantly  when  the  barom- 
eter was  shaky.  The  adaptability  of  the 
Japanese  is  well  known,  and  they  were  al- 
ways quick  to  imitate  Western  methods,  or 
at  least  those  that  suited  them.  It  would  be 
a mi.stake  to  assume,  however,  that  the  West- 
ern outlook  on  fife  has  already  become  part 
of  their  inmast  philosophy 

General  Crerar  touched  on  that  theme  this 
week  before  a Montreal  audience,  when 
speaking  on  the  trends  of  the  two  civiliza- 
tions now  competing  for  world  attention. 
Western  democracy  and  Russian  oligarchy. 
Because  of  the  strategic  connection  Japan 
has  with  Canada,  comparable  in  the  Pacific 
to  the  British  interest  in  the  Atlantic,  in  his 
view  the  future  course  of  events  in  Japan 
ha.s  importance  for  this  country-  He  does 
not  believe  that  a new  Japan  has  already 
been  created,  and  there  u no  real  evidence  to 
indicate  that  any  change  of  mental  process 
can  vet  be  very  deep 

One  reason  for  the  easy  belief  that  all  is 
going  well  with  the  reform  of  the  Japanese 
people  is  the  single  occupational  control 
which  has  at  least  prevented  the  schisms 
and  disagreements  common  to  the  European 
Krne.  While  brnefiual  to  both  occupier  and 
occupied,  the  tendency  is  to  assume  that  a 
greater  character  change  has  taken  place  than 
would  be  pos.sible  in  two  brief  years  West- 
ern |i«oples  diti  not  learn  the  use  of  demo- 
cratic processes  except  through  long  periods 
of  trial  and  error.  As  General  Crerar  says,  it 
will  take  years  of  education  before  the  ordi- 
nary Japanese  will  have  reached  the  stage 
where  personal  responsibility  has  a reliable 
political  significance  That  day  is  not  yet.

He  was  belter  known, 
however,  for  his  long  and  able  interest  in 
the  astronomical  study  group  which  he 
helped  to  pioneer  here  and  in  whose  activities 
he  remained  a leading  figure. 

A civil  engineer  by  profession.  Mr.  Boyd 
Brydon  lived  in  retirement  here  for  a number 
of  years  prior  lo  the  illness  which  curtailed 
his  activities  on  beh.itf  of  the  Royal  Astro- 
nomical Society  and  other  groups  He  con- 
fined  much  of  his  energies  in  latter  years  to 
work  in  his  own  observatory,  which  be  bad 
equipjxd  with  a fine  ob'crving  telescope  and 
highly  ingenious  equipment  His  researches 
brought  him  national  acclaim  in  Canada, 
and  led  to  the  awarding  ol  the  Chant  Medal 
a few  years  ago. 

Of  a quietly-spoken  and  even-tempered 
nature,  the  late  Mr.  Boyd  Brydon  had  an 
innate  capacity  for  making  friends.  I here 
Will  be  few  in  the  Greater  Victoria  area  to- 
day wIk)  knew  him  personally  who  will  not 
feel  that  they  have  said  good-bye  to  a sincere 
and  staunch  friend.  The  loss  will  be  a real 
one  to  the  community,  and  particularly  so 
to  several  hundred  individuals  who  have 
taken  up  the  study  of  astronomy  both  as  a 
hobby  and  as  a serious  hie  work  1 he  sin- 
cere condotenees  of  the  community  will  be 
extended  to  his  widow  and  surviving  mem- 
bers ol  the  family.
